Sea, or: Mediterranean ‘Ses, or Black Sea, 
the Sea of Azoff, ‘the East’ or West Indies, 
the North or South America, or China, and 
then back to a port in the United Kingdom’ 
or the Continent, such voyage not to exceed 
twelve months, ‘The promovent John Green 
shipped in London, ‘and the vessel then 
proceaded to Cardiff, where’ Wim . Rogers 
was shipped. There were two other actions 
in this case, but by consent, the result in 
this caso would bind them. On tho 26th 
April, the vessel salled from Cardiff with a 
cargo of coal, to Malta, thence to Port Said, 
Aden, and Bombay,. whero: the outward 
cargo was ‘discharged.

ing for Shavghai, and it appeared that 
the vessel. had been chartered. for. six 
months to ron batween the Coast Ports, 
The Chief Mate and the Ohief Engineer 
signed fresh articles at higher rates of 
wages, but & new crew was. shipped at 
much cheaper wages, so that whilo the offi- 
cers reosived higher wages, a Ohinese crew 
was obtained at a. much cheaper rate, the 
Chief Engincer’s wages boing raised from 
£18 to £86 a month, The learned counsel’s 
contention was.that the contract: was for a 
voyage from London or Oardiff to & port in 
the Baltic Sea or Mediterranean Sea, thoSea 
of Azoff, the Kast and West Indies, or North 
or South America, or China.

Whampoa, collected by subscription, within 
two days, ‘the handsome som of sbout 
$11,0(0, which was immediately forwarded 
to China to relieve the immediate wants of 
the starving poor. -This {s the second 
occasion within a short period in which the 
Chinese in Singapore haye come to the 
rescue of thelr suffering compatriots, 

The barque Sea Belle; from Hongkong, 

epee Ross, which arrived here on the 
‘Lith instant, picked up the crew of a Chi. 
nese fishing junk which was disabled near 
Saigon. The. crew originally nambered. 
elevon mon, but unfortunately, one failed 
to catch the rope thrown to him from the Sea 
Belle and was drowned. The fact of their 
having been picked: up waa not reported by 
the Captain upon his arrival here ; hence a 
delay’ ocourred in assisting the rescued crow. 
A fow days ago, however, they applied first 
to the Hon'ble @. A. K, Whampoa, Chinese 
Consul, for assistance, and afterwards to 
the Protectors of Chinese, who took tham 
to the Colonfal Secrotary. It waa found 
that. Mr rears was the only known 
resident who could converse with the appli- 
cants in their own dialcot, and his capacity 
in this respect facilitated matters. consider- 
ably, Mr Whampoa eventually paid for 
their keep here, allowed each man $2 anda 
blanket, and ya their passage back to 
China, - The following is. tho statomont of 
the men i— 
: © We left Foochow on the 23rd of tho 10th 
moon to go to Kammnn in Ohitt-Kang to 
buy fish. On the 15th of the 11th moon 
we left on our return to. Foochow. 
On the 16th, a gale sprung up and we had 
10 cut away the masts and throw the fish 
overboard, . We lost our rudder, and drift- 
ed about till the 26th, when a sbip plcoked 
us up and bronght us here... On the 9th of 
this moon we arrived here. When we left 
Kammun we were 11 men, but one was 
drowned on the 25th, as, he was unable to 
swim ond the rope broke as: he was being 
pulled on board the ship.”
